Unguents, and then he was ſaddenly cared. 

6. Miftreſly'#/izebeth Paine of Briffoll was blinde, and 
ſuch a Rhewmatick defluxion did dayly fall from her eyes, 
which did wet two or three large hancherChiefes every 
day ; ſhe came te the King on Sunday laft, the 5. ofthis 
November, His MajeRty did touch her eyes, the Rhewane 
ceaſed, ſothat ſhe went away preſently with a clcere and 
perfe& fight; and two houres after ſhe came to the King 
againe, and gave him thanks upon her knees; His Majeſty 
bade her give thanks to God ſo ſhe with giving God praiſe, 
and prayersfor the King , went from the Iflnd to Brifel 
with exceeding joy for her recovery. 

7. argaret Heyden, aged 73. yeares, dwelling in Ney- 
port in Chayne lane, was not able to tir but as ſhe was lifted 
from bed to chaire , and from ehaire to bed , touched by 
His Majeſty, and cured, fo that with one crutch ſhe did goe 
about her koafe , and drew 5 vr 6: pats of Ale for me , and 
my company. : 

Theſe thinzs (me thinkes ) ſhould move the mindes of 
ſome unmannerly Levellers to efteeme his Majeſty asont 
that is not tobe ranked or filed with common men. 

Concerning any Newes of bafineffo at the Treaty, thett 
is fo nuch mude of it at London, thar there is little (or ont 
atulil) atthe Court ; this is certaine , that from the 21.0 
Oobey, till the firſt-of November, ( being x1. dayes ) thet 
was no debating er treating atall : for Sir Peter Kiley 
was all that time from the Ifland to the Parliament at #f 
winſter, and till his retarne with Orders and DireRijons, 
things were flemt , however the London Mercaries, 8 
Mederate Occartances did not faileto fet forth pewes (*

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" Allthat I can relate , is, that Sir Petey cams to the King 
on Tuc(day night, the laſt or Ofober,and the next day (be- 
ing the quozdam All Saints) His Majeſty, with the Commil- 
ſioners began to Treate, where it was agreed that the Preſ- 
byterian Governement tn the Church ſhould continue three 
yeares , that the Booke of Common Prayer ſhould be dit- 
continued , and not vſed publickly : That no Mafſe ſhould 
be tollerated to be fayd in the Kingdomes of £ngland and 
{veland, or in the Principallity of Wales : Theſe matters of 
high conſequence being corcinded and agreed , there is 
oreat hope of ſpeedy reftauration of His Majeſty to His 
jaſt Rights, and a blefſed peace for the Church, people,aad

And aST have written, merrily, truely, -and impartially ; 
ſoI muſt conclude accordingly withou' flaittery, concerning 
the Governowr of the Iſle of Wighrt,Colonel Hammond : 'the 
plaine truth is, that my felfe' ( witt-many others ) did hate 
him ſo much, that he was very {cldome or never prayed for ; 
the reaſons and motives which poſſult moſt men with this 
miſtaking and miſappiyed iaveterate mallice , was upon the 
flying, lying reports, thatthe Goverxouy bad behaved him- 
{clfe moſt ccuiſly ridged , ard bartarouſly gnreſpeRtive to 
His Maj<Ry : The falſe wetkely Pamphicts and Pam- 
phleteers (being i1-ſpired by their Father the Divell ) w-re 
not aſhamed to publiſh in print , that the Goyernour had 
proceeded ſo far ir; incivility, asto jinmure or wall His Ma- 
}:-{ty in a ſma]l cloſe roome, under many bolts, bars, grate*,

printed ( by ſeverall lying Villaines ) that the ſayd Gover- 
nour Havsexd , did ſtrike the King on the face , and gave 
Him a black eye : Theſe reports being invented ty the 
Devills Imps (the firebrands of contention ) printed and 
publiſhed by needy, greedy Knaves and Varlets, ard belie.

which number, I with mach ſimplicity was one;) and as by 
Oath and duty 1 am bound to ſerve, love, and honour 
Soveraigne Lord and Maſter ; fo ( on the contrary ) my 
ſelfe with all true and Loyall Snbj:e&s had no cauſe to be 
well a#:&ed to ary man that ſhould dare te affront Hig Mx- 
jeſty with ſnch tranſcendent baſe indignities. 

But to-give the world fatisfaftion of the truth ; it is cer- 
taine that all thoſe aſperſions and rumours againſt the Go- 
vernour, are moſt odious, ſcandalous , and malicious lies: 
for (according to the truſt repoſed in him) he hath alwayes 
carried hin fſelfe with ſuch deportment , and humbleneſle 
of dutifull ſervice to His Majeſty, that he hath gained much 
love and favour from his Soveraigne , and ſuch good re- 
gard from all knowing men , as belongs to a Gentleman of 
his place and Quallity, |
